Jury Indicts 11

BOSTON (A*)—Eleven ex-convicts 
were under indictment today for

A Suffolk County grand jury re­ 
turned 46 indictments against the 
men, two in absentia and one post­ 
humously, after listening to Jo­ 
seph (Specs) O'Keefe, 47, describe 
yesterday the fantastic planning 
that went into the robbery.

The newspapers quoted unidenti­ 
fied sources as saying O’Keefe 
feared for his life at the hands 
of his underworld friends after he 
was released from Hampden Coun­ 
ty Jail in Springfield, where he 
was due for freedom next month 
after serving time on an old gun 
carrying charge. 
O’Keefe was the target of at 
least one attempt on l$is life. In 
June, 1954, a machine gun was 
turned on him in a Dorchester 
housing project. Police believe the 
gun was. wielded by Elmer (Trig­ 
ger) Burke, a New York, killer-for- 
Wre, now under death sentence 
for murder in New York.

State PTA Board

this aid is channelled through the 
regularly approved state agen­ 
cies.” 
A spokesman said the withdraw­ 
al resulted from the unwillingness 
of many states to use all of their

resources 
for 
schools 
while seeking federal aid. 
He added that the decision will 
not affect national PTA policy 
unless, at least 30 of the state PTA 
congresses make similar recom­ 
mendations.

Some Progress 
In Line Repair 


Work crews of the Northwest­ 
ern Pacific Railroad today report­ 
ed progress in some parts of their 
fight to reopen NWP's storm- 
damaged line between Willits and 
Eureka, despite continuing heavy 
rainfall. 
George L. Morrison, vice presi­ 
dent and general manager of the 
railroad, said rainfall for the first 
12 days of January at Island 
Mountain 
measured 
11 
inches 
More than nine inches were re­ 
corded at South Fork. 
Both, points are in. the Eel River 
Canyon, where most of the flood 
damage to the NWP occurred. 
TWO CLEAR DAYS 
"We’ve only had two clear days 
on the railroad since the first of 
the year,” Morrison said. "And 
everything up there was pretty 
water-logged already in late De­ 
cember.” 
Bulldozers cannot work effec­ 
tively in the steady rain, he con­ 
tinued, and most repairs to wash­ 
ed out line must be made by crib­ 
bing up embankments with tim­ 
bers and hauling in fill with work 
trains. 
Work trains are operating over 
steadily increasing stretches of 
line. Crews moving from, the south 
end of the Eel. River Canyon have 
cleared the line nearly as far as 
Nashmead, Morrison reported, and 
a work train has pushed to a mile 
and a half past Woodman, about 
30 miles north of Willits. 
CAUSING NEW SINKS 
Continuing rains are causing 
new sinks, however. After preli­ 
minary repairs had been made 
to a large sink between Spyrock 
and Island Mountain, Morrison 
said, it settled as much as six 
feet. 
Work on bridges and trestles, the 
main problems at the north end 
of the trouble area, are progressing 
well, NWP indicated. Rebuilding 
of the trestles at Scotia Bluff, 
about 30 miles south of Eureka, is 
moving along. 
Pile-driving started yesterday on 
the Mad River Slough bridge, be­ 
tween Areata and Samoa, and 
Morrison said "satisfactory pro­ 
gress is being made.” 
The NWP manager said his "best 
guess” for restoration of limited 
service through to Eureka still is 
about Feb. 1, barring new diffi­ 
culties.

FINAL ARGUMENTS TO GO 
Abbott Case May Reach 
Jury By Next Thursday 


OAKLAND (U.R)—The 10-week- 
old trial of accused kidnap-slayer 
Burton W. Abbott should reach the 
Jury sometime next week—possibly 
Thursday. 
Then it will be up to the seven 
men and five women to decide 
whether the state has proved, its 
charge that the 28-year-old 'Uni­ 
versity of California student kid­ 
naped and murdered 14-year-old 
Stephanie Bryan. 
All that remains now is the con­ 
clusion of final arguments by the 
defense and final arguments by 
the prosecution. 
In a full day of final argument 
yesterday, defense attorney Stan­ 
ley D. Whitney concentrated on an 
attempt to convince the Jury that 
the state had not proved Abbott 
guilty beyond the legal "reason­ 


able doubt.” 
Whitney charged that the state 
has made a “patsy” out of Abbott 
instead of tracking down the real 
criminal. He said he did not know 
who the real killer was, but argued 
that all the evidence Indicates 'the 
defendant is .the victim of a 
"frame-up” 
Later in the afternoon, defense 
attorney Harold Hove took up the 
attack. He spoke scornfully of Ot­ 
to Desman, “the so-called friend,” 
who was present at Abbott’s house 
July 16 when Stephanie’s purse 
was found in the basement. 
Hove told the Jury that despite 
the fact the purse contained the 
name of the Berkeley school girl 
who’d. been missing almost three 
months, "there was no hesitation 
about calling the police.”

Strike Talks Nixed 
LOS ANGELES (U.R) — Western 
Air Lines has turned down a bid 
by the AFL Central Labor Council 
to meet with union officials in an 
effort to settle a strike which has 
forced closing of the company’s 
operations.

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EDITORIAL O P IN IO N 
Tiburón Bridge To Be Built; 
Not Soon, But Eventually 


Re\elation this week, that the Division of 
San Francisco Ray Toll Croviin^s has asked 
the Army Engineers for a site for the San 
Francisco-Tiburon Bridge seems to have 
caught many people by surprise. They ap­ 
peared unaware that a $50,000 study of the 
proposed span is well under way. Vet the 
Legislature, at the suggestion of Senator 
Jack McCarthy, last year, appropriated the 
funds and the Ray Toll Crossings Division 
is doing the work. 
Three major erroneous inferences have 
been made as the result of the announce­ 
ment. First, that a bridge has already been 
designed; second, that its construction is 
imminent, and third, that it might be built 
bv the Golden Gate Bridge and Highway 
District. 
T he first inference is wrong, because it 
would not be possible to design a bridge 
until its exact location is known. Location 
of ship channels and such things vitally 
affect how’ a span must be built, as do foun­ 
dation details. 
Second inference is wrong because $50,000 
isn't enough money to do much more than 
launch a proper study. This means that the 
best we can hope for as a result of this study, 
Is a report finding the span feasible and 


recommending appropriation of larger sums 
to make a proper study. 


Getting approval for a bridge is no small 
matter, as those who battled through years 
of San Rafael-Richmond and Golden Gate 
Bridge debates remember. A bridge can’t be 
built in a night. 


Third inference i* wrong because it is not 
legalh possible for the Golden Gate Bridge 
and Highway District to construct another 
span. Recently some bridge directors thought 
it might be a good idea to build a parallel 
Golden Gate Bridge. But the district's attor­ 
ney ruled that bridge district law did not 
even permit that, much less a bridge at 
another site. 


However, there is real value in the current 
studies. Ground is being broken in a virgin 
territory. Anyone looking but a few years 
ahead ran visualize the Golden Gate Bridge 
reaching capacity and a second bridge need­ 
ed to Marin. Now is the time to start pre­ 
liminary studies. No one has ever made them 
before. But the data is being collected now. 


No, we are not going to have a Tiburon 
Bridge in the next few years. Rut we are 
making progress. It is a proper step in an 
orderly planning of the Marin of the future. 


Bricker Amendment Up Again 


Sen. John W. Brick« (R., Ohio) savs h« 
will fight this year to get Congress to accept 
the following rev ised version of his proposed 
amendment on the scope of treaties: 
“.Vo treaty or other international 
agreement shall of itself be law w ithin 
(he United States, nor shall it enlarge 
the power of the Congress to enact law." 
T he big flight so far on the Brirker amend­ 
ment came in 1954. Its basic provision at 
that time would hav* made the provisions 
of any treaty or executive agreement in­ 
applicable aa internal law without direct 
sanction of the Legislative Branch. 
A substitute advocated by Chairman W al­ 
ter F. George (D., Ga.) of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee was only slightly less

facie speed law. Unless a driver 
had a car full of people, he could 
get no witnesses. Inclination of 
courts is to take the officer’s 
word rather than that of the 
citizen. 
When Caldwell suggests jump­ 
ing the limit to 65 m.p.h. as a 
maximum, he would remove the 
prima facie provision of the law, 
and give hi* officers even more 
opportunity than they have at 
the present time to hand out 
ticket* for speed* which might 
be reasonable under certain con­ 
ditions. 


NO ONE WILL argue with the 
desire on the part of everyone 
concerned to cut down death and 
accidents on California’s high­ 
ways.

Location 
of ship channels and such things vitally 
affect how a span must be built, as do foun­ 
dation details. 
Second inference is wrong because $50,000 
isn't enough money to do much more than 
launch a proper study. 'This means that the 
best, we can. hope for a* a 'result; of this study, 
is a report, finding the span feasible and. 


recommending appropriation of larger sums 
to make a proper study. 


Getting approval for a bridge is no small 
matter, as those who battled through years 
of San Rafael-Richmond and Golden Gate 
Bridge debates remember. A bridge can’t be 
built in a, night. 
Third inference is wrong 'because it is not 
legally possible for the Golden Gate Bridge 
and Highway District to 'Construct another 
span. Recently some bridge directors thought 
it might be a good idea to build a parallel 
Golden Gate Bridge.

Legislature Due To Discuss 


Again Speed On Stole Highways 


SACRAMENTO' (CNS) —Once 
again,. It seems, th# California 
Legislature Is going to' discuss 
the problem, of speed on 'the high­ 
way* of the state. This 1* not 
a new subject, in fact, it has 
come up during almost every 
session of 'the Legislature since 
the inception 
of 
automobiles. 
But it is a subject which affects 
virtually every person 
in 
the 
state of California. 
Whether it will be brought up 
at the budget session of the 
Legislature, or the 1967 regular 
cession, still 1* a question; the 
prospects are for the 1957 reg­ 
ular session. 


B. R. CALDWELL, commis­ 
sioner of 
California 
Highway 
Patrol, has announced he will 
seek an absolute maximum of 65 
miles per hour on the highways, 
in an effort, of course, to cut 
down on the number of deaths, 
lnjurl.es. .and property damage 
caused by accidents. 
It is, debatable, h o w e v e r, 
whether 
Caldwell",* 
suggestion 
for a maximum speed limit of 65 
miles, is the complete answer to 
the accident, problem. In fact, it 
i* debatable whether It is .any 
answer at all, for 
the 
simple 
reason, that 'the highway patrol 
commissioner apparently la cir­ 
cumventing what appears to be 
the prime cause* of the number 
of accidents and deaths result­ 
ing from automobile crashes. 


PRIME CAUSE, apparently, 1* 
the haphazard manner in which 
driver * licenses are issued, the 
simplicity with which a driver's 
license can be secured, and the 
tolerance granted the people of 
the state by the Legislature in 
authorizing licenses to individ­ 
uals who patently never should 
be permitted behind the wheel 
of a car. 
'This is not the fault of the 
state Department of Motor Ve­ 
hicles, which is doing the best 
.Job' It crna with the .amount of 


money and law It .has. Rather, It 
is the fault of the 
law 
itself, 
which makes it too easy to ob­ 
tain a driver's license, 
California's prima facie speed 
law is unrealistic at best. If a 
car travels faster than 55 miles 
an hour, It is up to the driver to 
■prove and establish “by compe­ 
tent evidence” 
that 
he 
was 
traveling at a speed which was 
reasonable or prudent, and hav­ 
ing due regard for the traffic on, 
the surface and width of a high­ 
way, and in no event, at a speed 
which endangers the safety of 
person or property. 


FEW INDIVIDUALS charged 
with traveling faster than 55 
m.ph., then, would care to go 
to court with a Jury trial. Few 
could, even if they wanted to, 
"establish 
by competent 
evi­ 
dence,” the fact that they were 
'within the limite, of the prima 
facie speed law. Unless a 'driver 
had a car full of people, he could 
get no witnesses, Inclination of 
courts is to teke the officer’s 
word rather than th at of the 
citizen. 
When Ca,ld.weU suggests Jump­ 
ing the limit to' 65' m.p.h. as a 
maximum, he would remove the 
prims facie provision of the lew, 
and give his officers even, more 
opportunity than they have at 
the present time to hand out 
tlckete for speeds which might 
be reasonable under certain con­ 
ditions. 


NO ONE WILL argue with the 
desire on the part of everyone 
concerned to cut down death and 
accidents on California's high­ 
ways. 
But until and unless the state, 
through its Legislature, through 
its Department of Motor Ve­ 
hicles, and through its Highway 
Patrol, gives consideration to the 
root of the trouble, it is expected 
that the death, .and accident rate 
will 'Continue to grow, The root 
is the. vehicle 'driver himself.

The committee has shown that 
over a period of some 30 year* 
there have ben employed on “The 
Times’* some 30 men who have 
at one time or 
another 
been 
Communists. Considering 
that 
there are now mom than 4,000 
employees, considering how many 
thousand# 
more 
must' 
have 
worked for “The Times'" in the 
course of 20 years, the percen­ 
tage of the infiltra,ton, has been 
minute. 


MORE SIGNIFICANTLY, al­ 
most all of them have held, quite 
subordinate Jobs, and non# of 
them has nearly enough editorial 
authority to exercise any dis­ 
cernible influence upon the news 
and opinions of the newspaper. 
The objective test of whether 
there has In fact been infiltra­ 
tion is whether or not the pages 
of “The New York Times” show 
any evidence of the suppression 
or distortion of news 
by 
the 
members of the staff. If the pa­ 
per had indeed been subverted, 
any competent investigator would 
have been able to point to toe 
evidence that the Communist in­ 
filtrators had served their cause 
In the pages of “The New York 
Times.” 


AS 
THE 
EASTLAND 
Sub­ 
committee has off «red. no such 
evidence, has not even, hinted 
that it could offer such evidence. 
It is as. certain, as anything can. 
'be 'that there .is no such evidence. 
What the hearings have shown 
is, that the paper' has at one llene 
or another employed a very small 
number of Communists, and that 
these Communists have not in­ 
filtrated, have not in any visible 
way subverted, what the paper 
has thought fit to print. 
But while the investigation of 
"The New York Times" is a dud, 
the affairs of this investigation 
has raised a bard question about 
the freedom of the press and 
about the rights and duties of 
newspapermen. 


DOES CONGRESS have the 
power to investigate the press. 
If it has. what if any are the 
limits of that power? 
There is, no clear and authori­ 
tative answer to' the question for 
the very good reason that It is. 
In American experience a radi­ 
cally new question. Not for many 
generations, If ever before in our 
history, has, any organ of gov­ 
ernment claimed th# power to 
examine and to pass judgment 
upon who shall work on news­ 
papers. 
The law on the subject has 
not been tested and it is not 
clear. Judicial 
opinion 
ranges 
from that of Judge Prettyman a 
decision in 
the 
Bar sky 
case, 
which is that Congress may in­ 
vestigate whatever it suspects Is 
a public danger, to the opinion 
of 
Chief 
Justice 
Warren 
in 
Quinn v. United 
State* 
that 
"the power to investigate, broad 


as it may be. is al*o subject to 
recognized limitations.” It hae 
never been 
determined 
what 
those limitations are. 


THE PRACTICAL situation is 
that Congressional committees 
will tend to push toe limits of 
their power as far as the news­ 
papers and public opinion per­ 
mits. The law on the subject is 
not set. It is now being made 
by what we all do and do not do. 
The crucial question posed by 
the 
Eastland 
Committee 
is 
whether Congress ha* the pow­ 
er to censor the individual em­ 
ployees, of a newspaper. If a Con­ 
gressional committee hae th ai 
power in case of employees who 
are, have been, or are charged 
with 'being Communists, what la:' 
to' stop 
future 
Congressional 
committees from, censoring news­ 
paper 
employment 
on 
other 
grounds? 


LET THE POLITICAL climate 
change, let it become again like 
that of the '30s. On what legal 
ground is Congress to be chal­ 
lenged if it chooees to Investigate 
th# influence on th# press of 
corporate interests, if, for exam­ 
ple, it demands a public account­ 
ing of the financial connections 
and interests of publishers, edi­ 
tors and reporters? 
Once it is the accepted prin­ 
ciple that Congress has power 
to set up standards of newspaper 
employment, the inner spirit and 
the practical meaning 
of 
the 
First Amendment will, be deeply 
.impaired. 


CON G U M HAS, of course, 
no power to pass laws dealing 
with the standards of newspaper 
employment. Has it toe right to' 
do toe same thing by the power 
to investigate? 
.As exercised, 
'by 
latter 
day 
Congressional 
committees, 
the 
power to investigate Is s tre­ 
mendous Instrument, combining 
the power to make laws, to en­ 
force those laws, to Judge and 
to punish men under those laws. 
This tremendous instrument can 
be, notoriously it has been, used 
to harass, to intimidate, to pun­ 
ish. and to deatroy. 
Were it to become the accept­ 
ed practice that Congress may 
investigate the prees. machinery 
would exist to nullify the First 
Amendment. 


THE QUESTION therefore is 
whether the newspaper profes­ 
sion .shall .assent to or .shall op-' 
pose the claim that Congress has 
the power to' investigate the edi­ 
torial management of newspa­ 
pers,. H i» Using or firing' of em­ 
ployees is an .essential and cen­ 
tral part, 'Of the editing of a 
newspaper. 
My own. view is that no part 
of 
toe 
editorial 
management 
should, that no part can under 
the First Amendment, be ceded 
legitimately to Congress. 
If w# who are connected with 
newspapers 
acquiesce 
in 
the 
right to Congress to censor on 
any grounds whatever newspa­ 
per employment, w* shall have 
opened th# way to a grave in­ 
vasion of the freedom 
of 
thft 
press.

Conatructipn of a new bridge on 
Meadow way in Fairfax will prob­ 
ably get under way in about a 
week or 10 days, it was estimated 
yesterday 
by 
City 
Councilman 
Floyd Elliott. 
The structure, to replace an old 
bridge leading into the Cascades 
tract, will be 14 feet wide, two 
feet wider than the old bridge 
This decision was made by Elliott 
and Councilman Frank Main af 
ter consultation with representa­ 
tives of the builder. 
The city council decided Monday 
night to accept bid of the Duncan- 
son-Harrelson Co. of Richmond 
for the bridge, but left details to 
be decided by Elliott and Main, 
acting as a council committee. 
Before yesterday’s decision, there 
was a possibility that the bridge 
would be expanded to two-lane 
width. However, it was decided to 
stay with the one-lane size after 
review of costs involved, Elliott 
said. "The new bridge will be two 
feet wider and much better built 
than the old one,” he said. 
The old bridge was knocked out 
of service by the recent floods, 
and residents of the Cascades area 
are presently forced to leave their 
cars on the far side of the bridge 
site and walk in and out across a 
temporary foot-bridge.

Health Is Her Department's Job 
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'Incredibly Bad ' Book Reveals 
Growth Of Science Fiction 


DEEP IN THE SKY, by Helga 
Nielsen. Exposition Press, New 
York. $3. 161 pp.

Exposition P ress is known in 
trad e circles as a “ vanity house,” 
i.e., the publication and d istribu ­ 
tion expenses o f m any of the 
books which it issu es are borne 
in toto or in p a rt by their a u ­ 
thors. Surely only this can ex ­ 
plain why th is shockingly bad 
book 
ever 
got 
between 
hard 
covers. 
It is so incredibly bad it beg­ 
gars description; in the course of 
m any years readin g in the genre 
of science fiction literature—in 
which, alas, so m any books are 
neither 
fiction 
in 
the 
critical 
sense nor scien tific—this review ­ 
er h as never, never encountered 
such an absurd, utterly valueless 
work. 
It is characterized by vapid, 
stilted, inane, aw kward, m aw kish, 
cliche-ridden 
w riting 
which 
is 
fa r below the level one m ight ex ­ 
pect from even a m oderately in ­ 
telligent seventh grader, and a 
profound ignorance of even the 
m ost elem entary scientific theory 
which can only be described as 
illiteracy on the p art of the a u ­ 
thor concerning one entire field 
of hum an reasoning. 
On the first page of this m on­ 
strosity 
one 
encounters 
these 
p h rases: “ cool breeze” . . . “ fiUed 
his lungs with precious air” . . . 
“stream of life surging within his 
vein s” . . . "realized with g ra ti­ 
tude" . . . “ guiding his falterin g 
ste p s” . . . “rhythm ical sound of 
w aves” . . . "terrify in g darkness 
an d stiflin g pressure th at had 
blotted out his consciousness” . . . 
“ hurled a t a frigh ten in g speed 
through em pty sp ace” . . . “ im ­ 
peccable fit” . . . “ blonde beauty 
of the girl.” 
I know this sounds like satire; 
It isn ’t, th is w om an is actua y 
serious. And it goes on like this, 
and on, an d on. 
T H A T ’S T H E W R IT IN G . T h e 
plot is ju st a s bad. Any thorough 
outline of it is an insult to any 
read er; su ffice to say it concerns 
a 
pilot 
who 
is 
“ m ysteriously 
tran sp o rted ” 
to 
an 
“ unknown 
plan et,” fa lls for a “ lovely girl,” 
saves this place from som e h o r­ 


rible fate and gets back home 
a g ain intact. 
I t ’s ju st conceivable th at in the 
h an ds of a good science fiction 
au th or—say Asimov—this sort of 
b anality m ight really be turned 
into a readable, if h ard ly sig­ 
nificant, story. In the h an d s of 
M rs. Nielsen, who w rites w ith all 
the literary grace o f a ch im p an ­ 
zee, it rem ains ju st as inane as 
it sounds. 
One wishes greatly M rs. N iel­ 
sen had given her publication 
m oney to the Red C ross or the 
Polio Foundation—it would have 
done infinitely m ore good, and 
w ouldn’t have done one m ore d is­ 
service to the cause of science 
fiction. 
Why, then, bother to review, or 
even call attention 
to a book 
which is only valuable for kin ­ 
dling the wood in the fireplace? 
W ell, I, a s an enjoyer of science 
fiction, believe it’s w orth while to 
explore the relation of a thor­ 
oughly bad work in the genre to 
the position of the general field 
of science-fiction w riting in liter­ 
ature. If, indeed, it is literature, 
as m any of its d etractors would 
in sist it is not. 
W hile "D eep in the S k y ” is, as 
I have said, the w orst alleged 
science fiction I have ever read, 
it is not very m uch worse than 
m any of those paper-bound vol­ 
um es you see in the drugstores, 
garishly 
em blazoned 
“ Science 
F iction ” an d usually featu rin g as 
cover art a woman in som e stage 
of undress. All that we who have 
enjoyed science fiction long be­ 
fore it becam e a stap le literary 
com m odity (and long before it 
becam e fashionable to read) can 
say 
about 
these 
pocket-books, 
and about books like M rs. N iel­ 
sen ’s, is “No, this is not represen ­ 
tative of the field; pornography, 
fan tasy, im m aturity in thought, 
illiteracy in style, are not in ­ 
gredients of science fiction.” 
WE HAVE A LO N G ROW to 
hoe before we can convince the 
critics. Every book like "D eep in 
the Sk y” sets us back one - ep; 
such a book is indefensible on 
any level, and becom es one more 
faggot to light for the in cin era­ 
tion of the corpus of the science 
fiction genre. 
So, w hat is “science fictio n ?” 
To my mind, it is prose written 
by authors who are w alking be- 
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tween the abysses of “ scien ce” 
and "fiction ,” h appily form ing a 
synthesis 
of 
the 
two. 
I t ’s 
no 
m ean feat, for not only does the 
w riter have to follow the im p era­ 
tives of the art form called "fic ­ 
tion,” he also h as to have a 
b etter-th an -lay m an ’s 
knowledge 
of the discipline called “ science. ’ 


The definition of fiction h as 
been enough of a problem to 
m ake critics boggle for centuries, 
and its ram ification s exceed the 
space th a t can be devoted to this 
colum n an d the intelligence of 
this w riter. B u t I think in gen ­ 
eral it can be agreed th a t fiction, 
to succeed, m ust include presen ­ 
tation 
of 
valid 
in sigh ts 
into 
hum an 
conduct under varying 
circum stances, 
an 
intelligible, 
engrossing 
narrative, 
an d 
a c ­ 
curacy 
in 
the 
description 
of 
hum an 
m otivations 
and 
re­ 
sponses. 
So, when one writes science fic­ 
tion, one m ust basically succeed 
in 
w riting 
up 
to 
the 
critical 
stan d ard s of any other form of 
fiction. O n top of this, there is 
the 
necessity 
of 
dealing com ­ 
petently with a specialized p or­ 
tion 
of 
hum an 
activity — the 
technological. 
T h is 
m eans 
the 
writer m ust be able to describe, 
with insight, how one ph ase of 
hum an activity—the technologi­ 
cal—can conceivably im pinge on 
other, varied activities, and w hat 
the result of this reaction and 
inter-reaction m ay be. The s-f 
writer m u st be 
able to prog­ 
nosticate, relying upon h is know l­ 
edge of hum an psychology, w hat 
the reaction of totally unknown 
technology m ay be upon hum an 
beings as he un derstan ds them . 
In short, he m ust be a seer, a 
prophet. 
A T H IR D Q U A LIT Y the s-f 
author m ust have is in sight into 
the relation ships between tech ­ 
nology an d society; he m ust be 
able to predict with logic how a 
technological change could react 
upon 
a sociological schem e 
of 
things, an d conversely, how socio­ 
logical chan ges could affect tech ­ 
nology. 
This sort of prediction long ago 
spaw ned 
a p articu lar form 
of 
sociological fiction in Europe. It 
h as been exploited by 
a long 
series of W estern authors, and 
these w riters—M oore, Sw ift, B el- 
lemv, Verne, W ells, et al—are the 
ancestors 
of 
contem porary 
s-f 
authors, a fact so well hash ed 
about it needs no further com ­ 
m ent. 
All 
these 
w riters, 
down 
the 
line to Orwell, whose “ 1984” cer­ 
tainly is a science fiction work, 
have been characterized b y ,tw o 
salient qu alities: they understood 
hum an psychology and they un ­ 
derstood the technology and ~>o- 
ciety of their tim es, to a degree 
that they could m ake logical p re­ 
dictions a s to which direction th is 
technology and th is society were 
tending. 
A LM O ST A LL — certainly not 
exclusively 
all—the 
classics 
in 
science fiction have followed this 
pattern 
of 
prediction. 
T akin g 
existing 
technological 
an d 
so ­ 
cietal reality, they have attem p t­ 
ed to reason w hat th a t reality 
m ight becom e if certain trends 
persisted 
or 
were 
accelerated. 
True 
science 
fiction 
d eals 
in 
reality, 
even 
when 
it sets 
up 
gadgets 
and 
societies 
entirely 
dissim ilar 
to 
those 
presently 
existing. 
T h is 
line 
of 
reasoning, 
of 
course, 
expells 
from 
the 
s - f 
genre 
w hat 
can 
generally 
be 
called fan tasy. F a n ta sy also h as 
a long literary history, and valu ­ 
able things are stiir being pro­ 
duced in it. B u t it still is ju st 
what it’s called— fan tasy, with no 
roots in reality a s it m ay become 
for a real world.

NATURE NOTES 


From The JUNIOR M U SE U M 
Avocet, Curlew Stand Out 
Among Marin's Native Birds

Two of the m ost interesting birds to be fou nd in M arin 
County along the m ud flats are the avocet and the long-billed 
curlew. M any can be observed from the road to the R ichm ond 
Ferry. 


Both birds are quite distinctive and can easily be picked 
out from the other shore-birds. The curlew is the larger of the 
two, standing about 22 inches high, an d the duller in coloration. 
The long, thin, decurved bill often reach in g seven in ches in 
length is the best field mark. The gen eral body color is a b u ff 
brown with darker brown back and w ings. The underside of 
the w ings are a bright cinamon color in flight. The legs are 
pale 
blue. 


The avocet is sm aller than the curlew but is m uch m ore 
brightly colored,, in fact it is one of the show iest of the shore- 
birds. I he bill is som ewhat flattened an d curves upw ard T he 
general body color is a clear white while the wings and sh o u ld ­ 
ers are black. Dui ing breeding season the head and neck will be 
a rusty c hestnut color. The young birds will also have the 
chestnut coloration. The legs are a pale blue like those of the 
;urlew. 


Both birds are highly beneficial because of their feedin g 
habits. W hile there is still a great deal to be learned about th eir 
food it is known th at they eat m any in sects; diving beetles 
grasshoppers and bill-bugs. W hat they eat while on the m ud 
flats is more uncertain although it is known they do eat sn ails 
and 
m arine 
worms. 


The avocet uses its bill in search of food by sw inging it 
sidew ays through the mud and w ater an d seem s to rake and 
sift its food in this manner. The curlew seem s to use a m ore 
direct approach and usually is seen probing the m ud in a 
m ethodical m anner 
for its prey, it 
will often probe 
quite 
deeply but how it knows where to dig and w hat it will fin d is 
som ething 
of 
a 
mystery.

Education is a subject of uni­ 
versal discussion and frequently 
the question arises: Do present 
day children learn as much in 
our common schools as their 
great-grandparents? Of course, 
there is ever a difference of 
opinion: especially those of the 
profession scoff at the mere sug­ 
gestion that modern schools do 
not rank scholastically with 
those of early years. However, 
as that may be, here are pre­ 
sented the first M arin County 
eighth grade examinations for 
graduation. 
County examinations m ain­ 
tained the same high standard of 
attainm ent down to about the 
turn of the century, when for 
some unexplained reason, they 
began to taper off and become 
easier, and were finally dropped 
altogether. Perhaps this grad­ 
ual deterioration was due to 
greater influence on our school 
system by women and parent- 
teacher organizations. 
From the MARIN COUNTY 
JOURNAL of June 28, 1883, we 
have the following: “The exam­ 
ination of graduates from our 
public schools took place Wed­ 
nesday, Thursday, and Friday of 
last week at San .Rafael and Tó­ 
males. Three schools were repre­ 
sented in the Tómales section— 
Tómales, Aurora and Clark. 
“THE PUPILS were examined 
in 14 branches of study. A glance 
at the list of questions published 
below will give an idea' of 'the 
work required. 
“We hail this plan of gradua­ 
tion as a step in the riight di­ 
rection The public schoois have 
been doiong excellent work, giv­ 
ing perhaps the most systematic 
and thorough elementary educa­ 
tion to be obtained anywhere, 
but there has been heretofore 
nothing to mark the completion 
of the course of study, nothing to 
bring before the public an idea 
of the value and am ount of the 
work accomplished. 
"The present system rectifies 
th« and hereafter we may ex­ 
pact not only more definite and 
enthusiastic work in the schools, 
but also a greater interest on the 
part of the parents and an ap­ 
preciation of what has long been 
a fact, that for a real, substan­ 
tial elementary education 'there 
are no schools that surpass the 
public schools in our midst.

leading proponents understand 
whither we are going, in addition 
to 
being 
competent 
fiction 
writers. They are able to make 
predictions, on the strength of 
their knowledge of both factors, 
which stand up under the most 
logical scrutiny. 


THIS S T R E N G H T — The 
strength of ability in fiction writ­ 
ing, coupled with real knowledge 
of contemporary trends in tech­ 
nology—is 
the 
factor 
entirely 
lacking in Mrs. Nielson and her 
kind. She is totally unable to cor­ 
relate present scientific under­ 
standing of the scheme of things 
to future reality. She takes re­ 
fuge in fantasy, irrationalism, 
in the wishfullment approach 
which is an utter negation of 
reality, which in fact, is not very 
far removed from psychosis. 
But their is a bright spot to all 
this, and it points to the con­ 
clusion that s-f really is taking 
a position in the body of contem­ 
porary literature. It is this: the 
books produced by the Mrs. Niel­ 
sens are written not because their 
authors have any creative orig­ 
inality, but because they have 
enough common .sense to realize 
that a trend in literature is under 
way. They are, in other words. 
Imitators; they are the fourth 
and fifth and sixteenth-raters 
following the lead of real writers, 
writers who have created a new 
niche in an old art form. 
Science 
fiction 
has 
become 
popular, and its popularity has 
not been aroused by the Mrs. 
Nielsens, but by the honest to 
goodness 
writers 
who 
have 
brought into being a new school 
o. sociological fiction — writers 
like Alfred Bester, Hal Clements. 
Ward Moore, Pohl and Korn- 
bluth, even, save the mark, Ray 
Bradbury. 
The Mrs. Nielsens have dis- 
covered that this stuff sens. And 
much more significant, their pub­ 
lishers have discovered it sells. 
(Not that any but a vanity pub­ 
lisher ever would have brought 
out Mrs. Nielsen; there are some 
ethics even in the publishing 
trade). And having discovered 
that it sells, these hacks and their 
money-mad (pretty trite, I know, 
but that’s the only explanation) 
publishers have been flooding the 


market with junk for years now. 
This is not a new process. It 
has been called, among other 
things, “degradation of an art 
form,” and, more recently, “com­ 
mercialization.” It can be found 
recurring many times in literary 
history—in the spate of lousy 
iambic pentameter verse plays 
after Shakespeare, in the hor­ 
rible didctic couplets after Pope, 
in the sickening rosebud-and- 
country-home 
verse 
after 
the 
Georgian poets, in the brittle, 
staccato 
prose 
stories 
after 
Hemingway, in the deadly-dull 
“proletarian” novels after Far­ 
rell. 


IN EVERY CASE, this junk 
was written by jerks who had no 
knowledge of the creative pro­ 
cess, but enough sense to see 
where the money and the good 
reviews were. And so it is now 
with science fiction. The process 
has just gotten accelerated a bit. 
Modern publishing being the high 
speed setup it is. it takes only 
a few years to establish a trend, 
and so the hangers-on move in 
faster than they used to. 


Every valid literary movement 
has its imitators; if it didn't it 
wouldn't be a literary movement. 
Nobody imitates the writing of 
authors who don't meet with 
some critical or popular acclaim. 
So the trash in the drugstores 
and the trash of the Mrs. Niel­ 
sens, although it doesn't do any­ 
thing to endear science fiction to 
the critics who count, is at least 
a sign of health as far as the 
promoters of s-f are concerned. 


That the NieLem- have no 
creativeness, no sensitivity, no 
knowledge of scientific theory, no 
knowledge of literature, no style 
and only a nodding acquaintance 
with English sentence structure, 
cannot really be held against 
them; they are, actually, follow­ 
ers of the bandwagon, and it’s a 
mistake to expect intelligence in 
anything they produce. They are 
merely signs of the literary times. 


And that, I think is the sig­ 
nificance of the publication (if 
only by a vanity house) of Mrs. 
Nielsen, who writes blithely of 
“ether waves” and never heard of 
the 
Michelson-Morley 
experi-

T h e Mrs. Nielsens have dis­ 
covered th a t this stu ff sells. And 
m u ch m ore significant, th e ir p u b ­ 
lish ers have discovered it sells. 
(N ot th a t any but a v an ity pub­ 
lish er ever would h av e brought 
out M rs. Nielsen; th ere are some 
eth ics even in th e 
publishing 
tra d e ). 
And having discovered 
th a t it sells, these hacks and th eir 
m oney-m ad (pretty trite , I know, 
b u t th a t's the only explanation) 
publishers have been flooding the

IN EVERY CASE, this ju n k 
was 'w ritten by jerks, who h ad no 
knowledge of th e creative pro­ 
cess, b ut enough sense to see 
w here the m oney an d the good 
review s were.

T he process 
h as ju st gotten accelerated a bit. 
M odern publishing being th e high 
speed setup it is, it takes only 
a few years to establish a trend, 
and so th e han g ers-o n move in 
fa ster th a n they used to. 


Every valid literary m ovem ent 
h as its im itators; if it d id n 't it 
w ouldn’t be a literary m ovem ent.

Window Well Cover Can 
Be Constructed At Home 


A simple window well cover 
made from one by two, one by 
six, and one by 12-inch lumber 
w ill keep out rain, snow, and 
leaves, and the hinged lid can be 
opened to provide light when 
needed. 
Cut 
all 
parts to the sizes 
shown. Set the braces one board 
thickness from the ends of the 
sides and fasten. 
Use l'^-inch 
flat-head wood screws to assem­ 


ble all parts. Fasten the front 
and back to the braces and the 
top to the sides. M ake the top 
from two boards fastened below 
with 18-inch one x two cleats. 


Bevel one edge of the lid to 
make a snug fit at the hinge line. 


Use three-quarter-inch screws to 
attach three-inch butt hinges to 
lid and top. 
Pain t well cover 
with two coats of outside paint.

Hide That 
Unsightly 
Radiator 


If you have unsightly radiators 
— and m any homes still do — 
they are welcome in winter for 
their warm th, but an eye-sore, 
all the same. They really don’t 
do 
much 
for 
the 
decorating 
scheme of the room, do they? 
A few pieces of lumber, some 
inexpensive grille work, and a 
hammer and saw will transform 
that eye-sore into an attractive 
addition to any room. 
Choose 
wood in a ten-inch 
width. For a natural or stained 
finish, choose a knotty or rich- 
grained species. 
If you wish to 
paint 
your 
radiator 
cover 
to 
match the room, a clear or knot­ 
ty grade can be used. 
Before 
painting knotty lunmber apply a 
clear knot sealer. 
Use regular square-cut boards 
for the top and side pieces and 
tongue - and - groove lumber for 
front panels. 
If you have the 
tools, m itre' all edges to conceal 
the joints. Otherwise place the 
front panels the full width, with 
the top and two end boards inset. 
Cut an opening in the top and 
front and attach pieces of m etal 
grille work behind each opening. 
Leave a space about three inches 
from the floor for the passage of 
air.

W ashable plastic coated w all 
coverings are easy to hang. Pre­ 
trimmed edges save cutting two 
selvages and even Junior’s un­ 
gentle helping hands can’t tear 
the sturdy fabric backing. 
A good tip : 
Cut each strip 
about four inches longer than 
the w all height to allow for neat 
trimming at the ceiling and base 
board. O rdinary flour paste, or 
the new cellulose adhesives are 
brushed on the fabric backing. A 
regular window-cleaning squee­ 
gee is better than a roller for 
squeezing out air bubbles. 


Finish Your Own 
Wood Paneling 


W estern pine paneling makes a 
durable, rich-looking interior for 
any room and is especially desir­ 
able where there are children in 
the home because you can pro­ 
vide extra durability through the 
finishing treatment. 
A simple way to do this is to 
apply a couple of coats of either 
spar varnish or lacquer over the 
stain after it has dried. Bu ff the 
last coat w tih 3/0 steel wool and 
then apply and polish with sev­ 
eral coats of paste wax. 


Falls rate second only to auto­ 
mobiles as the most important 
cause of accidental deaths in the 
United States, safety officials as­ 
sert. They warn home owners to 
keep that in mind in planning 
roof repairs, T V antenna install­ 
ations and other roof-top proj­ 
ects.

A “ chicken ladder” may be 
made by nailing short length of 
lumber firm ly to each rail near 
the ladder’s top, forming a “ V” 
which will fit over the roof ridge.

Special removable brackets for 
plank scaffolds can be purchased 
inexpensively from hardware and 
lumber dealers. 


Here are some more roof safe­ 
ty pointers: Unless you’re an ex­ 
pert, don’t go onto a roof of 
more than moderate pitch.

paint your radiator cover to 
m atch the room, a clear or knot­ 
ty grade can be used.

Use regular square-cut boards 
for the top and side pieces and 
tongue - and - groove lumber for 
front panels. If you have the 
tools,, mitré all 'edges to conceal 
the joints. Otherwise place the 
front panels the full width, with 
'the top and two end 'boards inset. 
Cut an opening in the top and 
front and attach pieces of metal 
grille work behind each opening.

Finish Your Own 
Wood Paneling 


Western pine paneling makes a 
durable, rich-looking Interior for 
any room, and is 'especially desir­ 
able where there are children in 
the home because you can pro­ 
vide extra durability through the 
finishing treatment. 
A simple way to do this is to 
apply a couple of coats of either 
spar varnish or lacquer over the 
stain after it has dried. Buff the 
last coat wtih 3/0 steel wool and 
then apply and polish with sev­ 
eral coats of paste wax.

many areas — sometimes called 
“well baby clinics”—provide edu­ 
cation in the care of infants and 
pre-school 
children. 
Requisite 
immunizations and innoculations 
are given, height, weight and 
g e n e r a 1 
physical 
condition 
checked, and, if medical atten­ 
tion is needed, the fact is point­ 
ed out to the parents, who are 
encouraged to see their family 
physician. 
In addition, public 
health nursing visits in homes 
give 
health 
supervision 
(not 
treatment) for mothers and chil­ 
dren, when families feel unable 
to carry the financial load of 
sustained care by a private phy­ 
sician. 


A big part of the maternal and 
child h ealth program is Crippled 
Children’s Services, m ain tamed, 
by 'County, 
state 
and federal 
funds, with families paying w hat 
they can. Persons under 21 with 
any of a num ber of crippling 
conditions, including orthopedic 
defects, eye or ear problems lead­ 
ing to loss of vision or hearing, 
rheumatic 
or congenital heart 
diseases, or conditions requiring 
plastic surgery, are eligible for 
CCS. The Service aim is to as­ 
sist families in obtaining cor­ 
rective treatment where the fam­ 
ilies are themselves unable to 
meet the 
full cost of needed 
medical care, 


H earing clinics, conducted four 
times yearly a t the H ealth De­ 
partm ent for youngsters referred 
by private physicians, school per­ 
sonnel and families themselves, 
are another part of CCS. Recom­ 
mendations are made by the ex­ 
amining physicians and care is 
made available to the child ac­ 
cording to the family’s need. 


A C U T E 
COMMUNICABLE 
DISEASE CONTROL . . . Here 
one begins to see the integration 
and inseparability of the various 
services offered by the health de­ 
partment,, because ACD control 
.is 'Carried on through, im m uniza­ 
tions against diptheria, whooping 
cough, tetan u s and smallpox, of­ 
ten in the child health confer­ 
ences, already discussed. 
Again 
there may be visits to the home 
by the versatile public health 
nurse, 
and 
laboratory 
services 
for diagnosis are also used to 
combat communicable disease. 
A specific, dramatic example of 
this service 
as the health de­ 
partment’s work last spring and 
summer to arrange for Saik anti- 
polio shots to be given in Marin 
County Schools. W ith the coop­ 
eration of 'the schools and par- 
ent-teacher organizations, clinics 
were set up in 32 schools to pro­ 
vide vaccinations for all first and 
second grade children whose par­ 
ents requested them. The County 
Health Department, in coopera­ 
tion with the County Medical 
Society, took care of the admin­ 
istrative details. 
1811 children 
received their first shot between 
May 31 and June ?* 
Second 
shots were given in July and 
September to 1449 youngsters. 


It is interesting to note that 
while the threat of acute: ■com­ 
municable diseases constituted a 
m ajor reason for the establish­ 
ment 
of 
the 
Marin 
County 
Health Department in 1942, in­ 
cidence of nearly every iisease 
has been reduced to t. negligible 
figure, 
with 
the 
exception of 
poliomyelitis. 


TUBERCULOSIS CONTROL... 
This program of* v* a diagnostic 
chest clinic and follow-up for 
persons who have, or may have, 
tuberculosis. Skin tests are giv­ 
en, and positive results mean a 
chest x-ray may be advised. The 
test is done routinely at child 
health conferences and. also, of­ 
ten, for persons who have been 
in continued close contact with 
.someone who has tuberculosis. 


VENEREAL 
DISEASE 
CON­ 
TROL . . . Here, case finding is 
done, and free diagnostic and 
treatment services are offered. 


HEALTH 
EDUCATION . . . 
Films, charts, posters, pamphlets 
and leaflets are offered through 
the Health Education Division so 


that people may see as well as 
hear about new findings of med­ 
ical science and sound principles 
of healthful living. The division 
functions something like a pub­ 
licity 
agency, 
but 
publicising 
health itself, rather than the 
health department. 


VITAL STATISTICS , , . Reg­ 
istration of all births and deaths 
occuring within Marin County 
is the 
responsibility of—that’s 
right—the 
Health 
Department, 
with certified copies of births 
and deaths available on request. 
In addition to providing the in­ 
dividual with needsd informa­ 
tion for passports, insurance col­ 
lections, inheritances, social se­ 
curity payments and admission 
to school, the vital statistics are 
the key by which the health de­ 
partment tells whether its .Serv­ 
ices are accomplishing the de­ 
sired results, 
Outbreaks 
of 
communicable 
diseases must under law be re­ 
ported to the Health Department 
and it is the vital statistics div­ 
ision which files the reports. The 
information, of course, indicates 
to what extent each reportable 
diseases is occurring, and whe­ 
ther particular diseases are caus­ 
ing 
serious 
community - wide 
health problems. 
These are the specific services 
of the Marin County Health De­ 
partment. 
Tools by which many of 'these' 
services are carried out are, first, 
the highly vital public health 
nursing division, with 
its 
di­ 
rector, Wilma York, seven pub­ 
lic health nurses and a clinic 
nurse, and, second, the labora­ 
tory, maintained at Health De­ 
partment headquarters under the 
direction of bacteriologist Bar­ 
bara Laverty. 
The public health nurse, as an 
instrument of the health depart 
ment, uses her knowledge and 
skills 'to encourage and. teach the 
use of health and. m edical re­ 
sources, according to' Miss. York. 
“T he aim ,” she continued, '"is 
th at the 
community’s families 
will become resourceful in m eet­ 
ing their own health needs.” 
Again it's th at philosophy of 
“helping people to help them­ 
selves.” 


THE HEALTH NURSE’S job 
is difficult to pigeon-hole, since 
her activities touch on about ev­ 
ery phase of the health depart­ 
ment’s work. 
“Her job covers ju st every­ 
thing,” Miss. York said. 
“The 
world’s her oyster.” 
Each, nurse has a. “dis.tr.ict,” a 
geographical 
area 
within 
'the 
county, which is hers to work in. 
But she doesn’t just step into the 
job without preparation. In addi­ 
tion to having her R N.f the 
worker, 
to 
attain 
her 
public 
health nurse status, m ust do one 
year of academic work in school, 
with 
emphasis, of 
course, 
on 
what she will be doing in the 
future, and must take a three or 
four-m onth field training course, 
during which time she m ay car­ 
ry a .selected, load of 20 to' 25 
cases, under the supervision of 
an established 
health, 
depart­ 
ment. 
The local health departm ent, 
by the way, cooperates w ith Uni­ 
versity of Washington. Oregon, 
UC and Stanford in the public 
health nursing programs by tak­ 
ing on two, thiee or four stu­ 
dents yearly, and giving them 
their field training. 


A RECENT PROJECT of the 
health lab was the checking of 
the county drinking w ater sup­ 
ply, 
following 
the 
year-end 
floods. 
The lab’s work is con­ 
cerned w ith two basic 'things: 
1.) detection of sources of dis­ 
ease in the environment—testing 
not only of drinking water for 
possible pollution, but also of 
sewage returned after treatment, 
to the soil or to lakes, streams 
and the bay, and of food samples 
and stool specimens when food 
poisoning outbreaks occur. 
2) aiding in diagnosis of in­ 
fectious 
disease 
in 
people 
— 
through examination of throat 
cultures, stool samples and spu­ 


tum 
studies 
for 
tuberculosis, 
streptococcic i n f e c t i o n s and 
many other diseases. Blood tests 
are done for the same purpose. 


The Marin resident, when ap­ 
prised of the many services of­ 
fered by his health department, 
a number of them perhaps un­ 
known to him before, may well 
ask: But what is all this cost­ 
ing me? 
The answer seems impossibly 
low: 89 cents. 


This .is. based on a county pop­ 
ulation 
figure of 112,700,. 
and 
makes a total of $100,031 appro­ 
priated by the County from tax 
money. The sum is taken from 
the last annual report of the 
health department, for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1955. 


SUPPORT from sources other 
than county funds amounted to 
$39,198 (the sources were: state 
and federal funds: $37,260; fees 


at right. 


for birth and death certifica,tes, 
$ 1,153, and revenue from .school 
contracts, $785), making a total 
of $139,229 spent by the health 
department during the 12-month 
period. 


And there you have it — the 
Marin County Health Depart­ 
ment—quiet but powerful, always 
seeking to promote better stand­ 
ards of health, protect you from 
disease and, ultimately, prolong 
your life.

I t is said th a t 
m ore 
house 
p lan ts languish and die because 
of th e lack of proper w atering 
th a n as result of any other form 
of neglect. 
D ifferen t plants, and different 
conditions w ithin a house, make 
it m ore or less im possible to re ­ 
duce w atering to a set rule. How­ 
ever, certain basic factors can 
serve as a guide. 
As a general rule, th e faster a 
p la n t grows th e m ore w ater it 
requires. 
O n 
th e 
o th er 
hand, 
m ost house p lan ts have a dor­ 
m an t or resting period a t some 
tim e of the year and a t th a t time 
th e am ount of w ater given to it 
should be reduced. As growth 
sta rts again, the am ount of w at­ 
er given and the frequency of 
w atering can be stepped up. 


W H E N 
PLANTS 
produce 
bloom s they also require more 
w ater. T h is is tru e of ail house 


plan ts, w ith the exception of the 
hibiscus, gardenia 
an d 
C h rist­ 
m as cactus. 
P la n ts in sm all pots obviously 
require w atering a t freq u en t pe­ 
riods because the sm all pot dries 
o u t m ore quickly th a n a larger 
one. 
M ore w ater is used by plants

cloudy ones. And p lan ts w ith thm 
leaves require w atering m ore o f­ 
ten th a n those w ith th ick leaves.

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Start Plants From Seed Flow 
Nursery Catalogues More 
Indoors—For Spring Blooms 
Tempting, Colorful Each Year 


Have you ever wondered how 
florists grow those stocky pot 
plants of petunias, marigolds, 
and many other lovely annual 
flowers which they sell in the 
early spring? 
Their methods require no skill 
which any amateur cannot dupli­ 
cate. While there is better con­ 
trol of temperatures and light in 
greenhouses, plants can be start­ 
ed in the home and grown to 
transplanting size by following 
similar techniques. 
There is no better way to ac­ 
quire a green thumb than by 
starting seeds indoors. And the 
seedlings you grow will cost only 
a fraction of what you would pay 
for commercial plants. 
FIE ST, seed is sown broadcast 
or in shallow drills (trenches.) in 
a flat (shallow box) which has 
been filled with porous soil. This 
you can buy, or prepare by mix­ 
ing one-third 
peat, 
one-third 
sharp builder’s sand, and one- 
third of your best garden top 
soil, sifted. 
Cover the seed lightly with the 
same soil, sifted through an or­ 
dinary kitchen sieve. 
Firm the soil gently, soak it 
with water by standing in a tub 
so the water soaks up from the 
bottom, and the seeds are not 
disturbed. Put in a dark, but well 
ventilated place until the seeds 
sprout, then bring it into all the 
light you can supply. 
When the seedling plants have 
developed 
their 
first 
leaves, 
transplant them to another. flat, 
spacing them two inches apart 
each way. 
At this early stage 
transplanting shock is at a m in­ 
imum, and the tiny seedlings are 
easily lifted with roots intact us­ 
ing a pointed stick, or pocket- 
knife blade. 
THE ROOTS are dropped into 
the 
prepared 
hole, 
and 
soil 
pressed against them in one sec- 
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SOW SEED thinly in shollow drills. C o v e r lightly with sifted, 
porous soil. When leaves develop, transplant seedlings to 
second flat. W hen plants are read y, move them into pots. 


ond. When the flat is filled, re­ 
turn to its place in the sun—all 
the sun you can give it—'until 
the seedlings have developed sev­ 
eral pairs of leaves and are ready 
to be potted. 
Potting is quickly done, placing 
'each seedling in the pot and fill­ 
ing in soil around it, leaving 
space at the top for watering. 
Pots may be of clay, 2 to 4-inch, 
depending on the size of the 
plant wanted; or paper pots or 
plant bands may be used. Avoid 
using a pot so small th at the 
plant will receive a check in 
growth before safe to move to 
the garden. 


Winter Good Time 
To Replace Plants 


Sad as it may be, there comes 
a time when, the old m ust be 
discarded—whether it be a fav­ 
orite and rather disreputable pair 
of slippers or a faithful but now 
battered car.

The degree of moisture can be 
controlled by varying the dis­ 
tance between the pan and the 
box. 
The closer the pan, the 
more moisture in the soil. 


Dual-Purpose 
Peach Trees

IF IT IS SHADE you w ant 
and need for the home grounds 
'there are such magnificent spe­ 
cimens as the Southern magno­ 
lia. There are azaleas, pyracan­ 
tha, with its fascinating clusters 
of orange or red berries; tall 
cedars and pines; abelias with 
pink, beli-like flowers; oleanders, 
blooming white to red; daphne 
with its heady, fragrant flowers, 
and many others. Roses abound, 
climbing roses, hybrid teas and 
floribundas, with, their clusters of 
blooms. 
Fruits are pictured in all their 
tasty, 
mouth-watering 
glory. 
Planning a home fruit garden is 
a fascinating experience, with a 
favorite fruit for everyone in the 
family.

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W ide Variety Of Services

m any areas — sometimes called 
"w e ll baby clinics”— provide edu­ 
cation in the care of infants and 
pre-school 
children. 
Requisite 
immunizations and innoculations 
are 
given, height, 
weight and 
g e n e r a l 
physical 
condition 
checked, and, if medical atten­ 
tion is needed, the fact is point­ 
ed out to the parents, who are 
encouraged to see their fam ily 
physician. 
In 
addition, 
public 
health nursing visits in homes 
give 
health 
supervision 
(not 
treatm ent) for mothers and ch il­ 
dren, when families feel unable 
to carry the financial load of 
sustained care by a private phy­ 
sician. 


A big part of the m aternal and 
ch ild health program is Crippled 
C h ild ren ’s Services, 
m aintained 
by county, 
state 
and federal 
funds, with families paying what 
they can. Persons under 21 with 
an y of a number of crippling 
conditions, including orthopedic 
defects, eye or ear problems lead­ 
ing to loss of vision or hearing, 
rheum atic 
or 
congenital 
heart 
diseases, or conditions requiring 
plastic surgery, are eligible for 
C C S . The Service aim is to as­ 
sist 
families in obtaining cor­ 
rective treatment where the fam ­ 
ilies are themselves unable to 
m eet 
the 
full cost 
of 
needed 
m edical care. 


H earing clinics, conducted four 
tim es yearly at the H ealth D e­ 
partm ent for youngsters referred 
by private physicians, school per­ 
sonnel and families themselves, 
are another part of C C S. Recom ­ 
mendations are made by the ex­ 
am ining physicians and care is 
made available to the child ac­ 
cording to the fam ily s need. 


A C U T E 
C O M M U N IC A B L E 
D IS E A S E C O N T R O L . . . Here 
one begins to see the integration 
and inseparability of the various 
services offered by the health de­ 
partm ent, because A C D control 
is carried on through im m uniza­ 
tions against diptheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus and smallpox, of­ 
ten in the child health confer­ 
ences, already discussed. 
Again 
there may be visits to the home 
by 
the versatile public health 
nurse, 
and 
laboratory 
services 
for diagnosis are also used to 
com bat communicable disease. 


A specific, dram atic example of 
this service 
as the health de­ 
partm ent's woik last spring and 
sum m er to arrange for Sa ik an ti­ 
polio shots to be given in M arin 
C ounty Schools. W ith the coop­ 
eration of tite schools and par- 
ent-teacher organizations, clinics 
were set up in 32 schools to pro­ 
vide vaccinations for all first and 
second grade children whose par­ 
ents requested them. The County 
H ealth Department, in coopera­ 
tion with the County M edical 
Society, took care of the adm in­ 
istrative 
details. 
1811 
children 
received their first shot between 
M ay 31 and Jun e 
? ' 
Second 
shots were given in Ju ly and 
Septem ber to 1449 youngsters. 


I t is interesting to note that 
w hile the threat of acute com­ 
m unicable diseases constituted a 
m ajo r reason for the establish­ 
m ent 
of 
the 
M an n 
County 
H e a lth Department in 1942, in ­ 
cidence of nearly every disease 
has been reduced to i negligible 
figure, 
with 
the 
exception 
of 
poliomyelitis. 


T U B E R C U L O S IS C O N T RO L... 
T h is program ofi 
s a diagnostic 
chest clinic and 
follow-up for 
persons who have, or m ay have, 
tuberculosis. Skin tests are giv­ 
en, and positive results m ean a 
chest x-ray may be advised. The 
test is done routinely at child 
h ealth conferences and also, of­ 
ten, for persons who have been 
in continued close contact with 
someone who has tuberculosis. 


V E N E R E A L 
D IS E A S E 
C O N ­ 
T R O L . . . Here, case finding is 
done, and free diagnostic and 
treatm ent services are offered. 


H E A L T H 
E D U C A T IO N . . . 
Film s, charts, posters, pam phlets 
an d leaflets are offered through 
the H ealth Education D ivision so 


that people m ay see as well as 
hear about new findings of med­ 
ical science and sound principles 
of healthful living. The division 
functions something like a pub­ 
licity 
agency, 
but 
publicising 
health 
itself, 
rather than 
the 
health departm ent. 


V IT A L S T A T IS T IC S . . . R eg ­ 
istration of all births and deaths 
occuring w ith in M arin County 
is 
the 
responsibility 
of— th at’s 
right— the 
H ealth 
Department, 
with certified copies of births 
and deaths available on request. 
In addition to providing the in ­ 
dividual w ith needsd inform a­ 
tion for passports, insurance col­ 
lections, inheritances, social se­ 
curity paym ents and admission 
to school, the vital statistics are 
the key by w hich the health de­ 
partm ent tells whether its serv­ 
ices are accomplishing the de­ 
sired results. 


Outbreaks 
of 
communicable 
diseases m ust under law be re­ 
ported to the H ealth Department 
and it is the vital statistics div­ 
ision w hich files the reports. The 
inform ation, of course, indicates 
to w hat extent each reportable 
diseases is occurring, and whe­ 
ther particular diseases are caus­ 
ing 
serious 
community - wide 
health problems. 


These are the specific services 
of the M a rin County Health D e­ 
partment. 


Tools by which many of these 
services are carried out are, first, 
the highly 
vital public health 
nursing 
division, 
with 
its 
d i­ 
rector, W ilm a York, seven pub­ 
lic health nurses and a clinic 
nurse, and, second, the labora­ 
tory, m aintained at Health D e­ 
partm ent headquarters under the 
direction of bacteriologist B a r ­ 
bara Laverty. 


The public health nurse, as an 
instrum ent of the health depart­ 
ment, uses her knowledge and 
skills to encourage and teach the 
use of health and medical re­ 
sources, according to Miss York. 


“ The aim ,” she continued, "is 
that 
the 
com m unity’s families 
w ill become resourceful in m eet­ 
ing their own health needs.” 


Again it's that philosophy of 
‘‘helping people to help them ­ 
selves.” 


T H E H E A L T H N U R S E 'S job 
is difficult to pigeon-hole, since 
her activities touch on about ev­ 
ery phase of the health depart­ 
m ent’s work. 


"H er 
job 
covers just every­ 
thing,” M iss 
York said. 
"T h e 
world's her oyster.” 
Each nurse has a “ district,” a 
geographical 
area 
within 
the 
county, w hich is hers to work in. 
Bu t she doesn’t just step into the 
job without preparation In addi­ 
tion 
to 
having 
her R N., 
the 
worker, 
to 
attain 
her 
public 
health nurse status, must do one 
year of academ ic work in school, 
with 
emphasis, 
of 
course, 
on 
what she w ill be doing in the 
future, and m ust take a three or 
four-month field training course, 
during w hich time she may car­ 
ry a selected load of 20 to 25 
cases, under the supervision of 
an 
established 
health 
depart­ 
ment. 
The local health department, 
by the way, cooperates with U n i­ 
versity of Washington, Oregon, 
UC and Stan ford in the public 
health nursing programs by tak ­ 
ing on two, thiee or four stu­ 
dents yearly, and giving them 
their field training. 


A R E C E N T P R O JE C T of the 
health lab was the checking of 
the county drinking water sup­ 
ply, 
following 
the 
year-end 
floods. 
T he lab’s work is con­ 
cerned w ith two basic things: 
1) detection of sources of dis­ 
ease in the environm ent—testing 
not only of drinking water for 
possible 
pollution, 
but also 
of 
sewage returned after treatment, 
to the soil or to lakes, streams 
and the bay, and of food samples 
and stool specimens when food 
poisoning outbreaks occur. 
2) aiding in diagnosis of in ­ 
fectious 
disease 
in 
people 
— 
through exam ination of throat 
cultures, stool samples and spu­ 


tum 
studies 
for 
tuberculosis, 
streptococcic i n f e c t i o n s and 
m any other diseases. Blood tests 
are done for the same purpose. 


The M arin resident, when ap­ 


prised of the m any services of­ 
fered by his health department, 
a number of them perhaps un­ 
known to him before, m ay well 
ask: Bu t what is a ll this cost­ 
ing me? 


The answer seems impossibly 
low : 89 cents. 


This is based on a county pop­ 


ulation 
figure of 112,700, 
and 


makes a total of $100,031 appro­ 


priated by the County from tax 


money. T he sum is taken from 


the last annual report of the 
health departm ent, for the fiscal 
year ending Ju n e 30, 1955. 


S U P P O R T from sources other 
than county funds amounted to 
$39,198 (the sources were: state 
and federal funds: $37,260; fees 


for birth and death certificates, 
$1,153, and revenue from school 
contracts, $785), making a total 
of $139,229 spent by the health 
departm ent during the 12-month 
period. 


And there you have it — the 


M arin 
County 
H ealth 
D epart­ 


ment— quiet but powerful, alw ays 
seeking to promote better stand­ 
ards of health, protect you from 
disease and, ultim ately, prolong 
your life.

“GIVE IT another chance," the 
man seemed to be saying about 
the tree that was unproductive. 
Even so, our loving God gives us 
chance after chance to acknow­ 
ledge our sins—even the vilest 
ones—and He will forgive if we 
truly repent and make of our­ 
selves the type of human being 
He wants us to be. 
One Sabbath Jesus was preach­ 
ing in the .synagogue, when He 
saw a woman who had. been suf­ 
fering from a dreadful disease 
that had bowed her body so that 
she could not lift herself upright.

E N G L I S H R E SE A R C H E R S 
discovered a few years ago that 
the ordinary w inter stock bed­ 
ding plants konk out if the soil 
is w aterlogged fo r as few a s 6 
hours! Not m any plan ts can tol­ 
erate drowning. 
Though th is is sm all consola­ 
tion, it will be possible to m ake 
the gardens bloom as brightly 
again during the com ing sum m er 
by using lots of quick-grow ing 
annuals. 
Grown from inexpensive pack ­ 
ets of seed, cheerful color in a 
few short weeks can be had, to

Accur­ 
ate m easurem ents are necessary 
a t all tim es.

If you 
don’t happen to have a bushel 
basket handy around the house, 
a wooden box 20” long, 10” wide, 
an d 10” deep can be used to 
m easure an exact bushel of soil.

Watering Vital Factor 


In Health Of House Plants 


It is said th at 
more 
house 
plan ts languish and die because 
of the lack of proper w atering 
than as result of any other form 
of neglect. 
D ifferent plants, and different 
conditions a .th in a house, m ake 
it m ore or less im possible to re­ 
duce w atering to a set rule. How­ 
ever, certain basic factors can 
serve as a guide. 
As a general rule, the faster a 
plan t grows the more w ater it 
requires. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
m ost house p lan ts have a dor­ 
m ant or resting period at some 
tim e of the year and at that time 
the am ount of water given to it 
should be reduced. As 
growth 
sta rts again, the am ount of w at­ 
er given and the frequency of 
w atering can be stepped up, 


W H E N 
PLA N TS 
produce 
bloom s they also require more 
w ater. Thus is true of all house 


plants, with the exception of the 
hibiscus, garden ia 
and 
C h rist­ 
m as cactus. 
P lan ts ¡n sm all pots obviously 
require w atering at frequent p e­ 
riods because the sm all pot dries 
out m ore quickly than a larger 
one 
More w ater is used by plan ts 
during 
sunny 
days 
th an

cloudy ones And plants w ith thin 
leaves require w atering m ore o f­ 
ten than those with thick leaves 


ONE CAN SA VE time in w at­ 
ering large specim en p lan ts by- 
setting the pot in a container 
of w ater once a week. L et the 
plant rem ain in the w ater until 
the top soil is m oist. 
Alter 
any form of w atering, 
the roots of a plant m ust not 
be left stan ding long in water 
To avoid this place the potted 
plant on a container of pebbles

you grow floribunda rases. 
F o r this type of rose is a m od­ 
ern race com bining 
the 
poly- 
a n th a ’s cluster form and the hy­ 
brid tea'o brilliant colors, form 
and 
occasionally 
its 
perfum e. 
Only a little over ten years old, 
the floribunda nevertheless has 
m ade a place for itself in “rose- 
dom ”—because it bloom s freely 
for m onth after m onth, is per­ 
m anent and very 
hardy 
once 
planted and is available in m any 
bright colors and plan t heights. 
And, what is more, the use.s 
to which the floribunda can be 
put are varied and easily ad ap t­ 
ed. 
To begin with, floribundas 
are n atu rals for borders, drive­ 
w ays and p ath s 
as 
flowering 
shrubs. And it h as been discov­ 
ered they are better for con tain ­ 
er growing than any other rose 
type. Try foribundas in a large 
pot, tub or box 16 inches square 
.uid around the base of the rose 
plan t a ground cover for a so ft­ 
ening line. 
A third way of planting flori­ 
bundas, and one probably not 
often thought of, is in com bina­ 
tion with perennials in borders 
T h e effect is strikin g!

Start Plants From Seed Now 
Indoors—For Spring Blooms 


H ave you ever w ondered how 
flo rists grow 
those stocky pot 
p la n ts 
of 
p etu n ias, 
m arigolds, 
an d m an y o th er lovely a n n u al 
flow ers w hich th ey sell in th e 
early sp rin g ? 
T h eir m eth o d s req u ire no skill 
w hich an y a m a te u r c a n n o t du p li­ 
cate. W hile th ere is b e tte r con­ 
tro l of te m p e ra tu res a n d lig h t in 
greenhouses, p lan ts can be s ta r t­ 
ed in th e hom e a n d grow n to 
tra n s p la n tin g size by follow ing 
sim ilar techniques. 
T h ere is no b e tte r way to ac ­ 
quire a green th u m b th a n by 
sta rtin g seeds indoors. A nd th e 
seedlings you grow w ill cost only 
a frac tio n of w hat you would pay 
for com m ercial p lan ts. 
F IR S T , seed is sow n broadcast 
or in shallow drills (tren ch es) in 
a fla t (shallow box) w hich h as 
been filled w ith porous soil. T h is 
you c an buy, or p rep are by m ix ­ 
ing 
o n e -th ird 
peat, 
o n e -th ird 
sh a rp b u ild e r’s san d , an d one- 
th ird of your best g ard en top 
soil, sifted. 
C over th e seed lightly w ith the 
sam e soil, sifted th ro u g h a n o r­ 
d in ary k itc h e n sieve. 
F irm th e soil gently, soak it 
w ith w ater by stan d in g in a tub 
so th e w ater soaks up from the 
bottom , an d th e seeds are not 
d isturbed. P u t in a d ark, b u t well 
v en tilated place u n til th e seeds 
sp ro u t, th e n bring it into all the 
lig h t you can supply. 
W hen th e seedling p lan ts have 
developed 
th e ir 
first 
leaves, 
tra n s p la n t th em to a n o th e r flat, 
spacing th em two inches a p a rt 
each w ay. 
A t th is early stage 
tra n s p la n tin g shock is a t a m in ­ 
im um , a n d th e tin y seedlings are 
easily lifted w ith roots in ta c t u s­ 
ing a p o in ted stick, or pocket- 
kn ife blade.

ond. W hen th e fla t is filled, re ­ 
tu rn to its place in th e su n —all 
th e sun you can give it—u n til 
th e seedlings have developed sev­ 
eral p airs of leaves an d a re ready 
to be potted. 
P o ttin g is quickly done, placing 
each seedling in th e p ot an d fill­ 
ing in soil aro u n d it, leaving 
space a t th e top for w atering. 
P ots m ay be of clay, 2 to 4-inch, 
depending on th e size of th e 
p la n t w anted; or p ap er pots or 
p la n t b an d s m ay be used. Avoid 
using a p ot so sm all th a t th e 
p la n t will receive

And if it’s sh ru b s 
you w a n t to Use as replacem ents, 
a fine o rn a m e n ta l sh ru b is th e 
p y ra c a n th a in its m an y varieties 
w hich provide fine foliage and 
b rig h tly colored berries in w inter. 
A n o th er o rn a m e n ta l sh ru b of 
a d iffe re n t n a tu re is th e cam ellia, 
one of th e fin est g ard en plants.

As a starter, .said Colonna, he 
would direct his first TV catch- 
line tow ard Sandra W irth. the 
blonde baton twirier on Super 
Circus. “I ’ll try, Ah, Sandy, that 
was dandy* for a while and see 
how it works out,” said Colonna. 
Along w ith the new tag-lines, 
Colonna will continue to stress 
all his old props on TV—the 
mustache, the bulbous eyes and 


the leather larynx. 
“PROPS THAT are recognized 
are an asset to a comedian,” said 
Colonna. “I've had the mustache 
.since 1935, the 'trick voice goe> 
back, to' 1.834 and the' eyeballs to 
when. I. was a kid. 
”1 used to roll. them, all the 
time and I remember my mother 
saying' "Don't do that, theyTJ 
stay th at way.* .And you know, 
luckily, ah# was right.”
